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SALUTATORY 


MARY  REBECCA  BECK 

Tonight,  we  the  class  of  193  5  greet  you.  We  are  glad  to  have  you  as  our 
guests  at  this  program  which  opens  the  fifty-fifth  commencement  program  of 
the  Columbia  City  High  School. 

We  feel  under  obligation  to  our  parents,  to  our  teachers,  and  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  this  community  for  the  privileges  and  advantages  offered  us.  Each  and 
every  one  of  us  has,  during  his  high  school  career,  made  some  kind  of  record. 
This  record  will  stand,  so  long  as  the  records  of  the  Columbia  City  Schools  en¬ 
dure.  We  arc  not  selfish  enough  to  hope  that  our  record  will  go  unmatched,  but 
we  hope  for  Columbia  City  bigger  and  better  high  school  graduating  classes. 

This  year,  the  high  schools  of  the  United  States  are  celebrating  the  300th 
anniversary  of  secondary  education  in  the  United  States.  The  first  discussion 
held  for  the  organization  of  a  secondary  school  took  place  in  the  town  meeting 
at  Boston  on  April  23,  1  63  5.  On  August  12,  1636,  forty-five  citizens  sub¬ 
scribed  money  to  maintain  a  school.  By  the  close  of  this  century  fifty  Latin 
grammar  schools  had  been  founded  in  New  England.  The  subjects  offered  in 
these  schools  were  selected  by  the  colleges  of  the  day.  These  schools  selected 
their  students  with  respect  to  ability,  social  class,  sex,  and  function. 

The  control  was  considered  the  right  and  duty  of  the  clergy.  All  youths 
who  attended  were  expected  to  take  those  subjects  that  would  prepare  them  to 
become  ministers  of  the  gospel.  In  the  last  half  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the 
academy  began  to  supersede  the  Latin  school.  These  gave  instruction  of  a  more 
practical  nature.  The  Latin  masters  attacked  them  on  the  grounds  that  much 
of  the  material  of  a  practical  nature  was  not  worth  teaching.  In  spite  of  the 
attack  and  the  dictates  of  tradition,  the  academies  increased  in  number.  In 
1821,  the  high  school  movement  began  This  public  school  was  looked  upon  as 
a  godless  institution  which  robbed  honest  people  of  their  money  to  pay  for  ed¬ 
ucating  other  people’s  children  and  which  caused  those  who  had  invested  money 
in  academies  financial  loss.  The  high  school  grew  slowly  for  several  years.  It 
struggled  through  the  period  of  controversy  over  free  education.  In  many 
states  the  matter  was  not  definitely  settled  until  after  the  Civil  War.  The  de¬ 
cision  to  make  these  schools  free  gave  some  impetus  to  founding  and  to  estab¬ 
lishing  other  public  schools.  It  was  in  this  period  that  our  own  high  school  was 
established.  According  to  the  information  given  out  by  our  own  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Instruction,  Columbia  City  High  School  was  founded  along 
with  a  number  of  others  in  1877.  Schools  were  of  various  kinds.  Standardiza¬ 
tion  was  lacking.  Different  subjects  were  offered.  Teacher  requirements  were 
low,  and  terms  differed  in  length  from  six  to  ten  months.  In  order  to  bring 
about  some  uniformity  in  the  schools,  the  North  Central  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools  was  formed.  Although  the  standards  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  had  nearly  always  been  followed  by  our  school  previous  to  obtaining 
membership,  it  did  not  become  a  member  of  this  organization  until  in  1914. 

The  attempt  to  bring  to  each  and  every  boy  and  girl  equal  educational  op¬ 
portunity  continues,  and  it  will  continue.  Educators  are  making  a  conscien¬ 
tious  effort  to  give  to  boys  and  girls  that  type  of  training  which  will  fit  them 
for  a  more  abundant  living. 

For  this  development,  we,  the  class  of  1  93  5,  are  grateful,  and  on  this 
3  00th  anniversary  of  secondary  education  in  the  United  States,  we  look  back 
over  the  history  of  the  years  with  a  feeling  that  we  have  much  for  which  to  be 
thankful. 

So  tonight  we  have  a  double  pleasure — one  to  greet  and  welcome  you  to 
our  activities — the  other  to  express  to  you  our  gratitude  for  the  splendid  edu¬ 
cational  opportunities  brought  to  us  by  our  parents,  our  teachers,  and  the 
community.

Three  hundred  years  ago,  in '163  5,  the  first  school  of  secondary  education 
was  founded  in  the  New  England  Colonies.  This  Boston  Latin  School,  as  it 
was  called,  was  but  a  miniature  compared  to  the  great  high  school  institution 
of  to-day. 

We.  the  class  of  193  5,  in  view  of  this  tercentenary  anniversary,  feel  great¬ 
ly  honored  that  we  are  to  be  graduated  from  an  institution  so  well  and  so 
nobly  founded — honored  to  the  extent  that  we  are  carried  over  to  a  feeling  of 
gratitude  to  others — others  who  have  taught  and  guided  us  through  these  past 
four  important  years  of  our  lives.  We  are  now  to  be  given  a  chancfe  to  show 
our  appreciation  of  those  who  have  been  so  instrumental  in  educating  us;  it  is 
our  duty  to  go  out  into  this  world  of  hard  knocks  and  succeed  in  the  realm  of 
educational  and  moral  knowledge  that  we  have  gathered  about  us  during  our 
high  school  careers,  both  in  the  class-room  and  in  extra  activities. 

The  achievement  of  three  hundred  years  of  secondary  instruction  has 
been  afforded  us:  we  greatly  appreciate  it.  The  forward  spirit  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  the  high  school  so  well,  we  plan  to  instill  into  ourselves  and  carry  with 
us  throughout  our  lives. 

Our  hearts,  tonight,  are  filled  with  a  most  profound  love  for  our  parents, 
our  faculty,  and  our  classmates.  We  grieve  that  the  time  has  come  to  say  our 
"good-bye”  to  most  of  them,  but  the  memory  of  them  shall  always  occupy  the 
most  endeared  spot  in  our  hearts.  Tonight,  we  are  also  conscious  of  a  feeling 
of  pride,  significant  of  the  fact  that  we  have  done  our  best  and  have  merited 
by  it. 

This  class  of  193  5  bids  you,  many  friends,  and  this  high  school  farewell 
with  the  deepest  feeling  of  reluctance.  The  pure  and  wholehearted  sacrifice  of 
our  community  and  parents  can  never  be  equaled  for  generosity  and  coopera¬ 
tion;  we  thank  you.  We  are  proud  to  have  been  members  of  the  Columbia 
City  High  School.
